Tito Bridges 
Gap Between 
East & West

The West should pïay on 
Tito's fear of Russia and 
use him as best they can 
to bridge the gap between 
East and West, according to 
Professor Maxwell Cohen of 
McGill's Faculty of Law. 

Speaking at a panel discus- 
sion on "Yugoslavia, Bridge bet- 
ween East and West?" held last 
night in Rcdpath Hall, Professor 
Cohen agreed with Claude Ar- 
mand Sheppard, B.C.L. 4 that 
Yugoslavs feel only Tito can 
piake an effective stand against 
the Soviet Union. 

Professor Milos Mladenovlc, 
Professor of History felt that 
the Titoist regime is a passive 
compromise between East and 
West. Tension between Russia 
and the Western democracies 
will alwaya.bo an important fca- 
ture In Yugoslavia's existence. 

Sheppard, who attended the 
WUS seminar held last summer 
in Yugoslavia; thought that Ti- 
toism was a form of Communism 
which juited the country. The 
fierce pride of the Yugoslavs 
I s «"rtoln degree satisfied 
by the development of local sclf- 
«° v , e ™i«»t in the commune. 

WUS scholar Gordon Wasser- 
man B.A. 4, discussed the stu- 
dont attitude in Yugoslavia. The 
average student in Yugoslavia, 
brought up to believe that all 
pre-Tito governments were cor- 
rupt, and aware of his privi- 
leged position, is not likely to 
rise against the government, sta- 
ted Wasserman.

Our Greatest Resource 

The annual report of the University was released 
to the public yesterday. It tells a story which most of us 
already suspected. McGill is going ahead thanks only to 
munificent private benfactions. At the same time it has 
to admit a deficit of $339,926 due to a number of factors, 
and a confrontation of mounting costs. 

In 'his message, the Principal has this to say about 
the problems facing McGill: . . 

"If men 'rind women are to make wise decisions — in 
politics,' in business, or in personal affairs — they will 
need minds .trajned to think more rapidly and more 
precisely than was necessary a generation ago. They will 
also need that degree oL education which will enable them 
to understand .the facta — increasingly scientific or 
technological — on which the decision must be based. 

"The environment of human life is changing so rapidly 
that we can no longer hope to "muddle along" successfully, 
and the world lias become so complex and so interconnected 
that each of us is affected by the decisions that are made 
by larger" rind larger numbers of people. At every level 
of administration . . . the demand for trained minds is 
increasing. 

"This, is why universities are important to Canada. 
Higher education is no longer a personal luxury for those 
who can afford it. It would be foolhardy, for us to regard 
education solely as an individual investment from \vhich 
later income can be derived. Higher education is a national 
necessity for Canada — or any other country — ami the 
ability of our youth is incomparably the greatest oi our 
national resources". . 

These words of Dr. .lames should be cut out by 
every student and mailed to Mr. Duplessis and the members 
of his party. Maybe it will help them to realize that by 
preventing' McGill from accepting millions of dollars in 
federal aid they are doing the greatest harm to the country.

Government Plan 

VANCOUVER (CUP) — A system under which the 
British Columbia government will pay part of the f,ees of 
above-average university students was criticized hi Van- 
couver yesterday. . ■ 



UBC students said they would 
seek a meeting with Education 
Minister Peterson to criticize the 
scheme. • 

Student leaders said awarding 
money for marks was "only 
clouding the real issue" — that 
the university needs more money 
to operate more effectively. 

The' plan was announced by 
Premier Bennett in his budget 
speech Friday. The government 
will pay half the fees of first- 
class students in senior matricu- 
lation to University of B.C. and 
Victoria College. 

It Will also pay one-third of 
the fees of the top 2,000 students 
in the second-class bracket — 65 
to 80 per cent marks. 

Neville Scarfe, dean of the 
UBC College of Education, said 
that refusal by the government 
to pay the $2,000,000 requested 
would mean less, money for the, 
/acuity and result- in "dulled"' 
enthusiasm. 

After a meeting of the univer- 
sity student council Its President 
Chuc Connaghan, said : 
. "The spectacular nature of the 
gavernment fee-sharing scheme

that; is, the government refused 
to give the university the money 
it needs to operate effectively 
next year. 

"By its refusal, the govern- 
ment will force the board of gov- 
ernors to raise fees upwards of 
S100 to pay less than competitive 
salaries to the faculty."
